Be it enacted by the Legislature of the' State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section twelve of the village charter
of Lanesboro, is hereby amended so as to read as follows : *•

Sec. 12. The council shall have the exclusive right to
license persons vending, dealing in or disposing of spirit- sale of uqoont
uous, vinous, raalt or fermented liquors, within the limits o? wi^"iL°lUri"
of the said village of Lanesboro; and persons so licensed
shall not be required to obta_in a license from the board of '
county commissioners, 'and shall not be prosecuted for
selling, bartering or disposing of spirituous, vinous, fer-
mented or malt liquors, if first having obtained license
therefor agreeably to the provisions of chapter sixteen of
the general statutes. Provided^ That no license shall be
granted for less than fifty dollars, and that previous to the
granting of any such license, a bond shall be executed
and filed with the clerk of the said village, with the same
conditions and with the same penal sum as required by
the general act; and the council shall have full power to
restrain any person from vending liquors, unless duly li-
censed by the village council of the said village.
